An unusual case was heard before 
Inspeetor Worsley this morning ar 
the R.N.W.M.P. Barracks, having to 
do with the strained relations existing 
between the Greek and Roman Catho- 
lice at: Chipman. 

Tom Aectmeczuck, a Roman Catho- 
lice was charged with disturbing tne 
worship of the Greek Catholic Churen 
on the morning of September 11th; 
1910. 

There is only one Catholic churen 
in Chipman. This church was origin- 
ally under Roman . jurisdiction, but 
afterwards, as many Greek Catholics 
came jato Lie district, the Greek an 
Roman branches united into one 
ehurch. Some months ago the Greek 
faction of the congregation, which is 
now in the majority, held a meeting 
and decided to sever connections witn 
Rome and become exclusively a Greek 
Catheloe church, 

Said to Have Prevented Service. 


A call was extended to Father Mar- 
tysh, a Greek Catholic priest, of tus- 
sian nationality, and he accepted. On 
the morning of September 11, 1910, a 
communion service was announced to

Alberta Central Building From Red 
Deer to Rocky Mountain House, is 
Pushing Grade Work—The C.P.R. 
Improvements, 


Red Deer, Oct. 2.—The Alberta Cen- 
tral Railway Company are making 
things hum in the construction line 


between Red Deer and Rocky Moun- 
tain House, seventy miles west. Mr, 
J .Grant MacGregor, chief . engineer, 
was out west last Week and made ar- 
rangements for starting grading and 
construction ‘at the Medicine river, 
four miles north of Evarts, in addi- 
tion to the two camps now at work. 
He will also start clearing gangs at 
Sylvan Lake and through the west 
country to prepare the way for the 
grading. Mr. Macgregor is short ot 
teams and labor at present, but he 
hopes, as the harvest is finishing, to 
get a good supply next month. He 
wants 200 teams and scrapers and also 
needs laborers for grading and clear- 
ing. 

Mr. MacGregor favors construction 
by the company direct, if time ana 
conditions will allow, rather than by 
contractors, as the men get a much 
better show and the company is likely 
to get better work. They are builda- 
ing o the transcontinental standard ot 
a .4 grade. 

It is probable that the cement 
piers for the west bridge across the 
Red eDer will be gone on with this 
winter, aad that the 1,600 feet stee: 
vioduct, which will form the bridge 
superstructure, will be put on next 
year, after the steel is laid to the 
river in the spring

Arca is 21,000,000 Acres, Greater Portion of Whiich is Now Ready for 


Settlement, 


That of the twenty-one million acres 
explored in the north part of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, that ten million 
acres are available for settlement 
once access is secured, is the gist of a 
report which has been issued by tne 
Northwest exploration division of the 
Department of the Interior, covering 
its work for last year. 

The district covered in the report 
is that part of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta north of the surveyed area and 
bounded by Green Lake, Beaver river 
and the connecting; waters to Portage 
La Loche, thence down the Clearwater 
to the Athabasca and up the latter 
to the north limit of he surveyed area. 

The exploration was worked by a 
party of several men, members of the 


firm of J, H. Crean, who believed that 
ten millions out of the twenty-one te 
a conservative estimate of the tana 
available for settiement in its persent 
state, 

The greater portion of the remain- 
ing area would repay expenditures for 
drainage. .Two mil§$on acres are 
covered with water. The present 
conditions prevailing, it is stated, offer 
no obstacle to farming, and | experi. 
ments in agriculture attempted there 
have always. been satisfactory, 

“The difficulties of this section to 
reach the beautifa! and fertile valley 
of the Clearwater will no longer exist 
when the railway te Fort McMurray, 
which is now proposed to be built, is 
completed,” it says in’ conclusion.

Significant Circumstances Conneeted 


Fighting Extradition to Russia in the 


Means if He Loses His Case. 


RUSSIAN FUGITIVE 


With the Case of Federenko, Now 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 2.—Those who 
have been following the Federenko 
trial through the last four days of evi- 
dence have marvelled at the wonders 
ful knowledge of Russian law and the 
intimate familiarity with political con+ 
ditions in the great empire which the 
defence displays. 

Seated between the tables of tne 
two defending counsels was the braing 
of it all; Isaac A. Hourwitch, a bri 
liant member of the bar of both st 
Petersburg and New York, professor 
of political economy and lecturer on 
statistics ata the University of Cnic- 
ago and doctor of philosophy of Col- 
umbia University. A ulet mannered 
gentleman with the face of a scholar. 

Saved Two Men, 

This is the third trial in which ne 
has acted as counsel when a political 
refugee his been on trial for his lite 
and on both occasions he was  suc- 
cessful, for the two men accused now 
enjoy the liberty of the U.SS.A., tn- 
stead of the instant death which 
would await them va their return to 
the domain of the Czar. 

The most notable one was that in 
Chicago, when the Russian govern- 
ment sought to extradite John Pouran, 
a peasant of one of the provinces on 
the Baltie and a man who took a pro- 
minent part in the great Baltic up- 
rising. This was of a more serious 
nature than probably any other tnat 
has occurred in Russia. A great con- 
vention was called at Riga, the great 
exporting seaport of the Baltic, at 
which more than a thousand attendea, 
a delegate from each village in the 
province, 

Organized a Militia, 

There in session they passed resolu- 
tions to the effect that all villages ae- 
pose all local authorities appointea 
by the Czar and that a town council 
be organized by universal suffrage. A 
militia was also organized and attain- 
ed a strength of 30,000, but the troops 
of the Czar arrived and mowed down 
the peasantry like grain, 

Those who were left sought tne 
woods and from there carried on a 
harassing guerrilla warfare against 
the government. John Pouran was 
one of these bands. There were trat- 
tors in the revolutionists’ camp, now- 
ever, and many a band were surprisea 
in the black forests and put to death. 
The guerilla bands turned and sought 
out the traitors, and after a brief triat

tical band and it was for this tht tne 
Russian government sought to -extra- 
dite him.

MINE DISASTER) DISMISSES CASE 


Prplosion of Coal Dust Results In 
Death of Seventy-two 
Miners 


Mont Roy, Mexieo, Oct. 2.—Aa_ spee- 
jal from Las Esperanas, Coshwia, 
says Friday night a trememjous explo- 
sion of coal dust occurred in No. 
Mine at Palu, belonging to the Cos 
hiiila Coal Company. The force of 
the explosidn blew down all of the 
timbers in the siqge from the sixth 
lift to the surface, It blew out the 
mouth of the stop, lifting 20 feet or 
the surface and closing the mine. ‘The 
fan house was also blown down, put 
the fan and engine were not injured, 
Entrance was made to the mine 
through the second opening, but att 
the ventilating currents and air sup- 
plies being destroyed it was impos- 
sible to penetrate inte the mine tar 
enough to reach any of the miners. 

Resene Party Overcome. 

The first rescue party was overcome 
and a second party had to go in ana 
relieve them. The party was over- 
come by the after damp but were 
brought to the surface and revided in 
a few hours, ‘Tne work of restoring 
the air currents js proceeding as rapia. 


ly as possible with all the men it 1s 
safe to work, Two bodies have so 
far been recovered and there are 


about seventy more men in the mine, 
There is ng possibility of them being 
recovered alive, as.it wil),be 48 hours 
more before all the boies can be 
reached. The resoue helmets, ot 
which the. company has a full sup- 
ply, could not be used, as they were so 
heavy and the space eft to crawi 
through so small that the men coula | 
not get through with them on, This 
mine was the largest prouucer of the 
Coshiula Company and has been ship- 
bing about 18,000 tons of coal per 
month for some yeurs, 

The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been accurately determined, but 

indications are that it was caus- 

ed by miners smuggling in some com 
mon dynamite, instead of using the 
safety powder furnished by the com- 
pany. 

Seventy-two Miners Lose Lives, 

Mont Roy, Mex., Oct .2.—Late news 
of the coal mtne disaster at Palu, 
where the explosion occurred, inai- 
cates that the loss of life will probab-. 
ly be 72 miners, mostly Mexicans and 
Japs. Only two bodies have thus far 
been recovered,

Men Charged With Breaking Con- 
tract By G.T.P. Contractors, 
Are Discharged 


“T have come to the conclusion that 
no case has been made out for the 
prosecution and that the men were 
never given sufficient instructions on 
arrival at Edson as to where their 
work was to be or when and how they 
would be sent. I consider that the 
men were entitled to meals and pay 
from the time they were engaged at 
Wifinipeg. I also think that the ar- 
rangements at Edson for their accom. 
rodation were not as good as they 
should have been and for these vari- 
ous reasons I have decided to dismiss 
this action. The costs, amounting to 
$2.50, will be paid by the prosecutor.” 

Such was the judgment given by In- 
spector Worsley at the R. N. W. M 
P. barracks this morning in the case 
of Foley, Welsh and Stewart, against 
the ten men accused of breaking con- 
tract. 

These men were engaged in Winni- 
peg to work west of Edson. En route 
there they were compelled to pay for 
their meals, while on the train, and 
when they arrived at Edson were giv« 
en no accommofation. The next day 
they were told to walk 84 miles west 
to a camp where, they were to work 
One hundred of them refused and 
quit, eleven of them proceeding to Bd- 
monton by freight. They were arrest- 
ed at Entwistle and brought to Ed- 
monton. One man left the city for 
Calgary before the trial. The other 
ten are now etranded here. Their bag- 
gage is in possession of the G. T. P. 


FATAL RIOT ON CIRCUS 
TRAIN IN THE SOUTH 


White Man Shot to 
Jumped From Rapidly Moving 
Train. and is Killed, and Attempt 
Made to Rob Employees of Circus, 
Augusta, Oct. 2.—Following serious 

rioting early today. aboard the first 

section of Sangneck cireus train, en 
route from Columbia to Augusta, in 
which a white man was shot to aeatn, 

a negro forced to jump from. tne 

rapidly moving car and an attempt 

made to rob the employees of tne 
circus. Wholesale arrests were maae 
by the Avgusta police on the arriva: 
of the train here, Three negroes, one 
of whom confessed to taking part in 


the trouble on the train, are in jan 
tonight, charged with murder ana} 
rioting. Paul Williams, a southern 


railway shipping clerk, was shot’ to 
death. His body was robbed ana 
then thrown from the train. ‘ne 
negro who was forced to Jump trom 
the train is believed to have been 
killed, and J. H. Weeks saved himseu 
from the fury of the negro rowdies by 
concealing himself beneath a canvas.
